Public Notice No. 100(PN)(92-97 dated 3rd February, 1993 regarding import 
of air-conditioned cars and air-conditioned coaches for development of tourism 
by specified importers without a licence at a concessional rate of Customs duty 
as provided in Ministry of Finance (Department of Revenue) Notification 
No. 283|92-Customs dated the 1st October, 1992, which facility was valid 
upto the 31st March, 1993. 
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2. Attention is also invited to the Ministry of Finance (Department of 
Revenue) Notification No. 73j94-Customs dated 1st March. 1994 exempting 
air-conditioned cars and air-conditioned coaches when imported into India by 
specified importers ’for providing transport for tourists, from so much of the 
duty ol customs leviable on the said goods, which is specified in the First 
Schcuule to the Customs Tariff Act, 1975 (51 of 1975), as is in excess of the 
amount calculated at the rate of 50 per cent ad valorem; and the whole of the 
addilioral dkty leviable on air-conditioned coaches under section 3 of the said 
Customs Tariff Act, subject to the conditions stipulated in the said notification, 
which shall remain in force upLo and inclusive of the 28th day of February, 1995. 

3 1 i view of the foregoing it has been decided that the import of air- 
conditioned cars for a value not exceeding US S 35,000 per vehicle and air- 
conditioned coaches for a value not exceeding US $ 1,00,000 per vehicle requir¬ 
ed for providing, transport for tourists, may be made, without a licence, by the 
“specified importer'’ namely, State Tourism Corporation, Tour Operator, Tourist 
Transport Operator or Travel Agency approved by Director General of ToPrism 
m the Ministry of Tourism, Government of Tndia, at a concessional rate of 
customs duty mentioned above, on the basis of the recommendation of Director 
General of Tourism subject to compliance with the other terms and conditions 
stipula’cd in Ministry of Finance Notification No. 73194-Customs da'ed 1st 
March. 1994 referred to above.
